Beware! Music Composer program isn't 


If you have a two-block program 
on a disk named ’’Music Composer,” 
don’t load and run it! 

I repeat, DON’T load and run it! 

At least one member already has 
and learned the hard way just how 
vicious some programmers can be. 

It looks defenseless enough on a 
disk directory: a two-block pro¬ 
gram supposedly one can compose 
music with. It’ll compose music all 
right, on your disk drive right 
before it locks up and quits oper¬ 
ating. 

The program also locks up the 
computer - in this case a C-64 - 
and renders it useless, too. 

Once it is run, it’s too late. The 
damage is done. 

This member’s 1541 drive was put 


back into alignment and seems to 
have survived the ’’attack,” but 

the computer, on last report, still 
was not operating correctly. 

We’ve all heard about the compu¬ 
ter ’’viruses” that wipe out floppy 
and hard disk memories, but this 
program goes a step further, it 
adversely affects hardware - com¬ 
puters and disk drives. 

If you see this program on one 
of your disks the best thing to do 
is scratch it. If you run across 
any other of these "vicious” pro¬ 
grams, let your fellow GCC members 
know immediately. It may save hun¬ 
dreds of dollars in unnecessary 
repairs to their, or your, equip¬ 
ment.

Helping Students Learn 

Getting high marks from teachers, 
students and anyone with a desktop 
computer is a new software pro¬ 
gram that helps you learn faster 
and remember more.

Load”*”,8 

How often have we typed LOAD”*”,8 or 
LOAD”*”,8,1 to load the first program on 
a disk? How often after the program 
’’bombed” have we tried the same thing to 

reboot that first program and IT DOES 
NOT WORK!? WHY? 


On most Commodore machines, the LOAD”*”, 
8 does indeed load the first file on the 
disk. For the 64 and 128, it does 
somel-times! On a disk that has not 
been read before it will indeed read the 
first file. If any files have been read 
the disk, this technique will read 
the last one read! Try loading a file 
near the end of your directory and then 
do a LOAD”*”,8. Don’t you get the same 
file, not the first file! 0 


Wait, there’s more! Let’s really have 
some fun. Write a small BASIC program 
(a couple of lines ). Save it on disk. 
Now type NEW with a return. Scratch the 
file. Now the program is gone, right? 
WRONG! Now LOAD ”*’\8. List the 
program. It is the program that you 
dust got rid of! Isn’t that magic? Any 
ideas how the magic is performed? The 
explanation is that the program was 
actually residing in a RAM buffer in the 
disk drive. Since the drive had dust 
accessed that program, your drive said 


to intself I don’t have to waste time or 
effort to give you that program since it 
is in RAM, I’ll dust read it out of RAM. 
It does read the disk, you say. Well, 
yes it does. It reads the disk ID to 
make sure that it was the same disk that 
the program was on, but that is the ONLY 
thing that it reads off the disk! 

How do you load the first file on a 
disk? You preface the asterisk with a : 
a Os, that’s how.

INPUT OOMMANDS 
by Joel Hi 1lyard 


I have long considered 
writing a column which 
hopefully would be of interest 
to those of you who are doing 
some of your own programming. 
If this interests you or if you 
have some particular problem, 
let me know and I’ll see if I 
can help you. 


I did these things thousands 
of times. Blue, green, black, 
red, print, print. Over and 
over and over. These however, 
are things that can only be 
enjoyed for so long a time. 
Finally I realized that if I 
was to do anything on my own I 
would have to learn to write 
programs. 


Do you remember when you 
first brought your new computer 
home? If you were like me, you 
turned it on with great 
trepidation, hoping for the 
best, expecting the worst, 
always waiting for something to 
blow. 


I bought mine from a computer 
store before they were 
available at Target. The 
salesman could make it do so 
many wonderful things. I 
foolishly thought I could 
easily do the same things. I 
didn’t realize that 1 first had 
to learn a foreign language and 
then had to write it down 
precisely if it was to work as 
I wanted. 

I remember starting with the 
extremely useful programs 
Commodore puts in its user’s 
guide. Soon I was able to 
print to the screen and then I 
learned the magic o±“ changing 
not only character colors, but 
also the screen and border 
colors. It was wonderful! 


It is possible to make a 
computer do almost anything 
that you want it to if you know 
the right commands. I thought 
that in this first column I 
would begin with the INPUT 
command. This command lets you 
communicate with your computer 
through the use of variables. 
It then stores these variables 
and W8its to recall them when 
commanded to do so. 


The data you wish to store 
can be in the form of numeric 
data, string data, or a 
combination of both of these. 


Suppose you wanted the user 
to enter numeric data. The 
syntax for this is: input a. 
The ”8” can be any alpha 
character or name. Input ue, 
would also be correct. 


If you wanted the user to 
input a name, you would want 
him to enter a string or series 
of letters in a particular 
( continued on page )

sequence. You must follow the 
variable with the $ or string 
symbol. This tells the 

computer that you want all of 
the letters to appear one after 
the other just as they were 
typed in in response to the 
input request. You could call 
the variable name or city or 
whatever you wanted. The 
command would then be: INPUT 

NAMES or INPUT CITY*. 
Commodore computers will only 
use the first two letters of 
the variable, but it will help 
you as a programmer to remember 
what each variable stands for. 


When the computer reaches 
this point in the program it 
will print a question mark on 
the screen and wait for the 
user to respond. No further 
execution will occur until the 
correct response is entered. 
If an incorrect response is 
entered by the user (i . e. 
'numeric dsta when the computer 
is looking for string data or 
string d8ta when the computer 
is looking for numeric), the 
computer will respond with ”? 
redo from start” which is the 
prompt for the user to re-enter 
the data in the proper form. 


If you need two responses to 
the same input, you can use the 
command input a , b. This will 
make the computer wait for a 
numeric entry, followed by a 
comma, and then another numeric 
entry. If only one response is 
made before the user presses 


the return key, the computer 
will respond with ?? which 
signifies that more data is 
needed before the program can 
continue. You need to 

carefully give directions in 
your program so that the user 
will know what to enter. If 
more data is entered than the 
computer needs, it will respond 
with ’ ? extra ignored . ’ This 
means that the extra data was 
ignored and was not stored by 
the computer. 


Another thing you can do with 
the input command is to 
describe exactly what the 
program expects in the way of 
an input. For example, 

’ input”enter y/n” ; a* ’ will 
print the message enclosed in 
the quotation marks on the 
screen. This message can be up 
to 80 characters long. The 
expected response can be up to 
.38 characters long. 

As you can see the INPUT 
command is a very powerful and 
useful command. 


Let me know if you have any 
other commands or techniques 
you would like to see discussed 
in our newsletter.

On the other hand the GET 
command is an inflexible 
command. A condition must be 
set and the computer will halt 
the program until this 
condition is met. The computer 
can store up to ten keypresses 
in the keyboard buffer. 
Because of this the GET command 
is usually used with the 
conditional IF statement which 
forces the computer to look for 
specific data entries. You can 
cause the computer to look for 
numeric or alpha characters 
(GET X or GET X$). You cannot 
include program instructions as 
you can with the INPUT command, 
so you must use PRINT 
statements before the GET 
command.

GET COMMANDS 

by Joel Hillyard 

Last month in this column 
we discussed the INPUT 
command. This month we will 
discuss another command which 
makes the computer wait on the 
user. 


This is the GET command. 
If you are familiar with the 
INPUT command, you know that 
it is a fairly flexible 
command. It allows multiple 
entries and long strings. Up 
to 38 characters as a matter 
of fact. 


This process will continue 
until November when the 
election will be held. If you 
are interested in becoming an 
officer please have someone 
nominate you.

Let’s write e short example:

This example is designed 
so that you can play with it 
and learn a bit from it. Try 
entering a number greater than 
3. See what happens. Enter 
an alpha character. Oops! 
Can’t do that. Most 
programmers specify the GET 


with the string character and 
then convert the string data 
back into numeric data if the 
program requires it. 

Up until this point we have 
only allowed the GET command to 
get one keypress. Now let’s 
see what we must do to let the 
user input more than one 
character and still not require 
the RETURN key to be pressed.
